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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-8, 1 1-18, 21-30, 33-40, 42, 55-62, and 65-72 are presently active in this 
case, Claim 21 having been amended by way of the present Amendment. 

Claims 1-8, 11-18, 55-62, and 65-72 were indicated as being allowed. 

Claim 21-30, 33-40, and 42 (note that Claim 41 has been canceled without prejudice 
or disclaimer) were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. More specifically, Claim 21 was rejected for reciting that the 
positioning assembly includes a translational member. Claim 21 has been amended to recite 
that the probe includes a translational member, as is consistent with the terminology used in 
the application. Accordingly, the Applicants request the withdrawal of the indefiniteness 
rejections of Claims 21-30, 33-40, and 42. 

The Applicants respectfully request the entry of the amendments set forth herein, 
which are believed to place the application into condition for allowance. 

The Applicants note that the grounds of rejection in the outstanding Official Action 
were not of a nature which precluded a substantive examination of the present claims. 
Accordingly, the Applicants interpret the lack of any prior art rejection as an indication that, 
upon clarification of the claims, they would be allowed, and that the claims patentably 
distinguish over the art of record. 
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Consequently, in view of the above discussion, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application is in condition for formal allowance and an early and favorable 
reconsideration of this application is therefore requested.
